Dear Bix, —I have just returned from a 
short tour through Western Canada and wiah 
to give the public my views of the couutry. 
through bes journal. 8 f 

J left home on 20th July, and took the 
cara for Kincardine, travelled through one of 
the finest countries in the Dominion of Can- 
ada, stopped at Listowell, in the county of 
Perth, a Smart, thriving little town. It is 
quite manufacturing place. There are several 
important industries, the principal of which 
isthe Furniture Factory. It employs 112 
men and ships a car Pad of furniture daily. 
They have a sawmill connected with their 

lishment and saw their own lumber aud 
convert it into all kinds of furniture. There 
is also a flax mill of considerable pruportions.: 


‘There are other industries such as machine 


shops, tannery, and all classes of mechanics. 
Kincardine ix a town of considerable’ impor. 
It is situated on the shore of Lake 
Huron, in tlie county of Bruce. It has a anfe 
harbor, two piera extend into the lakh one 
hondred rods. Vessels of the largest kinds 
come between these piers into the hat bor. 
The corporation extends from the lake east 
14 miles, and its length along the lake shore 
34 miles, and has a population of abont 4500. 
There are many grand edifloes in the town, 6 
churches, a high school, town hall, market 
square aud many eleg nt private .residences, 


of which Metsrs. Beard, Rightwire and Camp- 


bell’s rank first among the places in town. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Beard Iwas’ 
shown throngch his spacious garden ‘whose: } 
various kinds of fruit trees, flowerbeds. and 
other ornamentul fixtures may well vie with 
any gentleman's in the Doninion« Tle 
streets are all well shaded. . Here may be 
seen the lumbardy popple rising its spiral 
form over all the other trees of the town 4 
also may be seen the maple, chestnut and 
soveral other kinds. The park is at the 
north of the town, and is well planted with: 
shade trees. The cemetery is to the sonth 
and is well worth going a mile to see. There 
are many costly monuments to the memory 
of the dead. It covers about 25 acres of land. 
Among the industries ef the town are two 
salt blocks of the greatest importance, Te 
one owned by Mr. Wickwire turns out. 350 
barrels per day—has on hand 20,000 bartels, 
ships per week 2,450 tons, burns one ton or 
coal per hour, and employs 25 hands.

Salt Manufacturing Company. It turns 
out 400 barrels every 24 hours and uses 28 
tons of coal, employs at the factory 16 hands, 
shipping 4, packing 2, coopering 8. Size of 
ens 191x22 feet, depth of well 981 fret, 
depth of galt rock 50 feet, salt on hand 1,500. 
tons. There are many other industricy of 
minor importance and has all the appearances 
of a flourishing town.

Important to Milkmen. 


The“ Adulteration of Food act 
dming the last session of parliament contain 
a few paragraphs of interest to milk dealers 
and consumers. It is provided that if milk 
is sold, or offered, or exposed for sale, after 
any vnlnable constituent has been abstracted, 
or if water bas been added or if it is the pro- 
duct of a diseased animal, or if an animal 
fed upon unwholesome food, it shall be 
deemed to have been adulterated, im a man · 
ner injurions to health, and such sole, offer 
or exposure for sale shall render the vendor 
liable to penalty ; except that skimmed milk 
may be sold as such if, contained in cans 
bearing upon their exterior, within twelve 
inches of the tops of such vessels, the word 
vnkimmed' in letters not less than two inches 
in length, and served in measures also simil- 
arly marked ; but any person supplying skim- 
med milk, unless such quality of milk has 
been asked for by the „ shall not be 
entitled to plead the provisions of this sec- 
tion as a defence or in extennation. Nothin 
in this section shall be interpreted to permit 
or warrant the mixing of water with milk, or 
any other process than the removal of cream 
by skimming. The penalties vary from a $10 
to $100 fine.

Contraband Trade in Corsets 
Belleville Woman. 


Kixgstoy, Aug. 18.— A case of 
wholesale smuggling has just come to 
light. About three months ago Sulomon 
Vermilyea and his wife, of Belleville, 
started an alleged corset factory in Wat- 
ertown, N. X., and she supplied about 
200 ladies. A few days ago the Cus- 
toms authorities at Cape Vincent were 
informed that smuggling of corsets was 
going on, and going to Watertown 
found the corsets bore the mark of the 
Belleville factory. One thousand dol- 
lars’ worth were soized, 

The method of smuggling adopted by 
Mrs. Vermilyea was simple. She and 
her two lady assistants would make fre- 
quent trips to Bolleville and purchase a 
largo number, ranging from $200 to 
$400 worth. The steels would be re- 
moved and the ladies would roll up the 
cloth portion and make them’ up into 
bustles,and working the steels ip a Jarge 
number ef dress skirts, which they 
always carried in their trunks while go, 
ing and coming between the Cape and 
Kingston.

Absolute parpetual rest and absolute per- 
‘gotlvityyare equally {ncompatible 
Esch, duiy balanced, is the com- 
plement of the other, Steep is simply reat 
in ita completest form—rest of the murcle, 
rest of brain, and rest of all the organs, seve 
those neotssary to existence, The tough 
heart reste between the beats, nor can it be 
‘much accelerated by stimulants without 
immediate or remote injury. The barder- 
working lungs reat between inspiration and 
expiration. 

The brain must have rest, or fall. Such 
a case of unresting activity as that of Hen- 
ry Kirke White—and there have been thou- 
bands like {t—ghould show scholars that un- 
ture holds it an unpardonable sin to rob the 
brain of its rightful rest. Others, who toil- 
ed like White, instead of paying the penal- 
ty in early death, have exchanged genius 
for madness or imbecility. 

But a large part of our needed rest may 
be secured in connection with a high degree 
of activity. The clerk threatened with 
“ writer's cramp” may escape, not so well 
by lying for a month ia a reclining-chair as 
by engaging in athletic games, chopping 
wood, or rambling in the forests, 

Generally only a small part of the brain is 
unduly used, and that may be recuperated 
by calling into action some other part; that 
is, by change of mental application. Glad- 
- | stone doubtless resta his brain from the cares 
of the State as much by such studies as 
Homer as by the sturdy b'ows of his axe. 
Tho pastor's calls at the homes of his flock 
not only double the good of his preaching, 
but most effectaally rest his brain by the 
ohange. 

The mere money-getter tends to become a 
monomaniac. The miser, dying in filth and 
sae baste bis hamid gold, is the end of 
‘avarice, The powerand the disposition to 
accumulate need to be balanced by the 
disposition and the power to use acquisitions 
properly and wisely. 

If one has overworked both stomach and 
brain, let him beware how he yields to the 
temptation to stimulate them artificially +o 
their wonted activity. On the contrary, let 
him give each a long rest, while he bestirs 
h'meelf to a general invigoration of his phy- 
sical system, 

So whatever organ has been overused, reat 
that. And this can commonly beat be done 
in connestion with a fall, or a special, activ- 
ity of other parts. 


Flies Spreading Contagion. 


Singnlar as it may seem, the doctors of 
Spain have come to the conclarion that the 
great disseminators of the cholera in that 
country are the files that are omnipresent 
not only there but here, in the warm season. 
This discovery is found to be the establish- 
ment of a fact which has been well known 
for many years, In Egypt, where the 
peasants, especially children, are subject to 
a vicious form of ophthalmia, it is known 
the disease is conveyed from one individual 
to another by these pests, and the dang r 
resulting from flies feeding on putrid bodies 
on the battlefield and then settling on newly 
made wounds is said to be known to all 
army surgeons. It seems to be perfectly 
well authenticated that many of the conta- 
gious diseases a-e carried from one place to 
another by flies. It is well known that 
they are by no means dainty as to what they 
feed upon, and after partaking of a repast 
with a ch lera, smallpox, or aca: let - fever 
patient they are amply endowed to carry the 
disease to any person who is in the least 
predisposed toit. Instances are well known 
where amallpox has been conveyed by 
bank note, and a book read by a convalescent 
acarlet-fever patient has given the disease to 
children in another family months after- 
wards, The fly is as good a conveyance for 
"| the germs of disease as either of these, and 
presents far more difficulties when it comes 
to the question of pravention. The bill or 
the book can be fumigated and the microbe 
rendered fanoxious, but the fly will submit to 
no treatment of that kind. He rides in cars, 
comes in at the front door uninvited, and is 
at home anywhere. In one’s own home 
there is little necessity for suffering from 
these pests, for a housewife of ordinary 
neatness will not tolerate them; but in the 
cars, the office, the store, or the restaurant, 
there stems to be little possibility of escap- 
ing the danger of their presence. There 
should, however, be every precaution taken 
in cases of contagious in the Sum- 
mer to exclude these pests from the apart- 
menta and to destroy as many as possible of 
those that come in,

RATS IN AUBURN PRISON. 
An Acoeunt of a Great Battle with the I · 
vaders ia Which the Convicts Joined. 

Owing to the presence of rats in large 
numbers, Auburn Prison has been named “the 
rat hole,“ and it has been known locally by 
that title for years. Copper John's rat pop- 
ulation outnumbers the o mvliots two to one, 
The largest organized rat hunt in the history 
ol the ina:itution occurred in the fall of 1876 
The storeroom adjoining the kitchen, which 


is used asa depository for the edibles oon- 
sumed by the cunvicts, at that time was at 


the mercy ef the rodents. Their work of 
destruction was very great. Flour, potatoes, 
and cooked meat suffered. It was thought 
that $10 a day would not cover the less, An 
examination of the outer walls showed that 
the rats had no means of ingress or egress, 
It was determined to remove the old wooden 
floor and substitute a grouted bottom in its 
places. 

One morning after breakfast the carpen- 
ters appeared in the kitchen armed with 
crowbars and hammers, All hands were 
summoned to the slaughter. Fifty men 
responaed. Board after board was removed 
until six rows only remained. The rats 
scampered to the rear of the building, where 
their escape was ont off by the thick stone 
wall. They were wedged in so deeply that 
the space between the floor timbers and the 
ground at this point was literally packed 
Four doge—all renouned rat destroyers - 
participated in the sport. The-brates were 
aseager for the fray as the fifty convicts 
armed with aticks and clubs. 

After a few boards had been removed the 
dogs were sent under the floor, The enemy 
outnumbered them and drove them out in 
short order, The canines were badly demor- 
alized, and, save one tan terrier, refused to 
return. This dog made the second trip, and 
came back with a large rat in its mouth. 
Spots of blood on its side and back told 
plainly of the hard encounter, but the game 
little fellow never uttered a cry of distress. 

The rate were finally cornered aud the 
work of destraction began. It was a sighs 
which will always be remembered, and as 
viewed from a lofty position on a cross beam, 
presented a heterogeneous n. as of rate, 
striped shirts, and an occasional glimpse of 
adog. The battle lasted fally ten minutes 
The shouting of the men, the squealing of 
the rats, the barking of the dogs, and the 
swinging of the we=pons Was a scene of rare 
occurrence.

and by actual count numbered 467.

‘nce the gun on its light oa is not 
altogether unlike «7 Ib. howitzer, having 
on the breech a large brata dram, with bel. 
low centre which contains 102 cartridges, 
Here the courteotts guide pointed out the 
first improvement, the old gatling gun 
having been provided with a much larger 
dram, con 220 cartridges. There are 
five of these drums to each gun, and the 
same action of the handle which discharges 
the gun brings down the new cartridges to 
take the place of the s; ent ones; these drums 
are filled on goiug into action, and No. 5 of 
the gun company recharges them whilst 
firing. The gun itself isa splendid weapon 
cased in highly polished brass, and working 
easily on a swivel, the sights of which are 
adjusted to a thousand” yards, are on either 
aide of the breech, the handle for discharg- 
ing the weapon being on the right, This- 
handle can be so worked as either to dis 
charge a few shots very slowly on a small 
body of men, or to rapidly enfilade troops of 
horse, or regiment of infantry. Beneath 
the breech a polished steel crank fits into a 
brass socket, by means of which the gun 
can be either raised or depressed, and 
also turned on the centre swivel so as to 
make the fire more telling. The ten polish- 
ed stecl barrels are well rifled, and revolve 
with the discharging handle. Beneath the 
swivel passes u tooth half moon of highly 
wrought steel, by means of which tke gun 
can be firmly retained at any elevation, 
During the siege of Plevna, in the Russo.

The Pessimist Wailing met by Brassey's 
Siunbberm Facets. 

Sir Thomas Brassey M. P., thus meets the 
pessimist wailings about the condition of 
the British navy. He says that in ironclads 
of the first class we have fourteen ships 
while the French have but three. Te know 
what « first-class ironclad is like we must 
turn to such monstersas the Devastation or 
the Inflexible, the latter of which carries 
four 80-ton guns whilst the former isa 
mastiess turret ship, carrying four guns of 
thirty-five tons each, which can fice shell 
orahot of 700 ‘pounds each at 900 miles an 
hour The Devastation also carries twelve 
torpedoes, and is armed with a reversible 
ram, so that her fighting powers may be said 
to extend as far below the surface as above 
it. Her engines will enable ber to charge 
in one direction at the rate of sixteen miles 
an hour, and in two minutes to charge at 
the name speed in the opposite dircction, 
Electric lights and various contrivances 
protect her against the subtle approach of 
toes in the dark. It is this and similar 
veasels, and gun boats bearing the suggestive 


names of Weazle, Pike, Snap, and Ant, that

‘There is no cure for hydrophobia, either 
in dog or man, a leadiag physiolan, who 
has ma'e bydrophobla an especial study, 
said recently: The phenomena of rabies 
are peculiar and directly the opposite of the 
popul rides, A hydrophobie dog frotha at 
the mouth. The disease la a species of pneu- 
monic insanity and le caused by heat and 
too violent exercise, The dog loses his 
mind and has an uncontrollable desire to run 
at fall speed In clroles. The glands of the 
throat become inflamed and swollen, so that 
deglutitlon is impossible, The animal is 
consumed with thirst, but his swollen throat 
makes it impossible for him to satisfy his 
craving. As the disease prog esses his eyes 
become glassy, hid distends and 
turns dark blue ia color, his I'ps orack, and 
he finally dies in violent convalsions. The 
so-called mad- stone cures that are au often 
reported are fallacions, There la no efficacy 
in atones of any sort when applied to the 
bite of a rabid dog.” .

-Tneir evidenee was similar to 
that given in the Riel trial. They 
proved that the prisoner was present at 
Batoche,although it could not be proved 
he actually was engaged. 

Mr. Robertson addressed the jury for 
the defence, and was followed by Mr. 
Osler for the Crown. 

Judge Ritharéson’s charge only lasted 
a few minutes. 

The jury was only out ten minutes, 
and returned a verdict of “ Guilty.” 

Prisoner was remanded for sentence. 
Later on One Arrow said the white 
man had a big talk all to himself now ;

The first received seven years’ 
penitentiary, the next three, the next 
one, and the last were discharged on 
their own recognizance to appear for 
sentence when called. The sentence 
was then pronounced as follows: Alex.

Ig- 
nace Poitras, jr., and Moise Parenteau 
were sentenced to one year in the 
Regina jail. Joseph Delorme, Alex. 
Lobenibardo, Joseph Pilon, Baptiste 
Rocheleau, Petrie Tourand, and Francis 
Tourand, were discharged, to appear for 
sentence when called. 


Reaina, N. W. T., Aug. 16.—Pound- 
Maker was arranged before Col. Rich- 
ardson yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of treason felony, The indict- 
ment was a lengthy document, which 
charges him with inciting and assisting 
in making war at Cut Knife, with rob-

He 
was admitted to bail, himself in 84, 000, 
and two sureties for $2,000 each.) 

Reatna, N. W. T., Aug. 17.—Pound 
Maker was placed in the dock this 
morning. He wore a stoical look of in- 
difference,which was only changed once 
or twice for an expression of contempt, 
when his son-in-law, Robert Jefferson, 
gave testimony against him. 


Messrs. Osler, Scott and Casgrain,* 


appeared for the Crown. Mr. J. Bev- 
erly Robinson defended the prisoner.

Interior Heat of the Barth. 
The German Government Is having a deep 
shaft sank near Schladebach, with the object 
of obtaining various kinds of scientific in- 
formation, and especially trustworthy data 
concerning the rate of increase of the 
earth's temperature as we descend into the 
interior. The excavation is being carried on 
by a diamond-tipped boret driven by water. 
So far back as the begining of this year the 
shaft had reached the deapth of 1392 metres 
which Is belleved to be the lowest depth 
reached by boring. The temperature at 


successive stages is ascertained by an ingen 


ious instrument which serves as a special 
thermometer, the principle of construction 
being the fact that as the increases the 
mercury will expand so as to flow over the 
Ip of a sufficiently short open tube in great- 
er and greater quantities, The measure- 
ment of the differences of those overflows 
will give the rate of increase of the temper- 
ature. It has been ascertained that the 
atthe depth of 1392 metres was 49deg. on- 
tigrade, or 120deg. Fahrenheit. If the 
temperature increases regularly at this 
rate, the boiling point of water ought to 
be reached at a depth of 3000 metres, and 
at 75 kilometres we should find the heat at 
which platinum melts. This would go te 
show that the earth's crust cannot be more 
than about one-nineticth of its radius,

OUP CAKE, 

One oupful butter, two cupfuls sugar, four 
eggs, one teaspoonful baking powder, three 
cupfals flour. Rub the butter and sugar to 
scream ; add theeggs two at a time, beating 
it five minutes between each addition. Sift 
together the flour and powder, which add to 
the butter, etc., with the extract, Mix in 
a smooth, medium batter; bake in well 
greased cups or muffin pans in a rather hot 
oven twenty minutes. 

RED CURRANT JELLY, 

Free the frait from all stalks and leaves, 
and add to them one-fourth thelr weight of 
red raspberries. Mash them all 80 as to crash 
every berry, This operation will be greatly 
facilitated by making the fruit scalding hot. 
Now pour the pulp into a flannel jelly-bag 
to filter, placing an earthen or wooden vos- 
sel underneath to catch the juice as it trickles 
through. Boll the juice in a bright copper 
preserving pan, adding one pound of white 
suger to each pint of juice; remove the scum 
as It appears on the surface, A very few 
minutes will suffice to boil this to a jelly, 
which may be ascertained by placing a little 
on a cold saucer in cold water or on fice. If 
it congeals ina moment it is done; but if 
it remains quite fluid the boiling should be 
continued. We will here say that the all- 
prevailing mistake made by our housewives 
in making currant jelly is that they boil it 
too much, 

RASPBERRY SAUCE, 

Beat up two eggs and mix with them until 
quite smooth a teaspoonful of white flour; 
then add half a pint of raspberry juice: 
sweeten the mixture to tastewith pulverized 
sugar; pour it into a saucepan and set it 
on the fire; as soon as the sauce begins to 
thicken it is ready to serve, A very good 
raspberry sauce is made by simply whipping 
together until very light a balf-pint of the 
juice of the berries with the same quantity 
of sweet, rich cream; serve as soon amade.
